On last Sunday afternoon the “Mys¬ 
terious Woman"—or the "pog and 
Vony Woman”-was arrested at Lyons, 
in LaRue county, and was taken to 
Hodgenville and lodged in jail She is 
charged with carrying concealed a dead¬ 
ly weapon. This she emphatically de¬ 
nied and many people believe that she 
is innocent of the charge. She says she 
was attacked by a crowd of men and 
boys who threw stones at her, but that 
she offered to do them no harm. She 
also stated that when first arrested she 
was informed that it was upon a charge 
of vagrancy, but when she displayed a 
well-filled purse, she was released and

The first steamboat ever launched in 
the worid was the work of a Kentuck¬ 
ian—John Fitch. 

Audubon lived in Kentucky; so did 
Alexander Campbell. 

Joel T. Hart was a Kentuckian, as 
well as America’s greatest sculptor. 
^Jewett was a Kentuckian, as well as 
America’s greatest portrait painter. 

Thos.T. Marshall and Richard Men- 
atee were Kentuckians, as well as the 
finest oraiors of a generation of ora-

Adjourns After Passing Rectified 
Whisky Bill. 


Frankfort, Ky., March 26.—After a I 
day of surprises and the display of 
much feeling of an ill nature the extra 
session of the General Assembly came 
to a close at 6 o’clock this evening, im¬ 
mediately following the adoption of a 
hill imposing a tax of II cents per gal¬ 
lon on rectified liquor manufactured in 
the State or shipped into the State for 
the purpose of branding "Kentucky” 
upon the barrels’ or packages. The 
measure was sent to the Governor for 
his consideration and will be approved, 
likely, some time to-morrow. 

Under the provisions of the act of 
the General Assembly, passed in extra 
session to-day, placing a tax of one and 
one-foorth cents per gallon on rectified 
liquor manufactured in the State or 
shipped into it for the purpose of 
branding with the name of the State, it 
is estimated that the State will annual¬ 
ly collect in the neighborhood of $150, I 
000. The report of the output for last 
year was ten million five hundred thou¬ 
sand proof gallons, which, according to 
Mr. P. L. Atherton, of Louisville, is 
about twelve million wine gallons, upon 
which the tax is laid. The extra ses¬ 
sion of the General Assembly cost the 
State about $15,000.

Marion Falcon: The license of Rich¬ 
ard Maxwell, the negro saloon keeper, 
was not revoked nor suspended by the 
City Council in special meeting Tues¬ 
day night. 

Maxwell appeared before the Council 
in response to the rule that had been 
issued against him, and through his at¬ 
torney. Mr. Lev Russell, pleaded not 
guilty. Mr. P. K. Me Elroy was acting 
City Attorney and presented the mat¬ 
ter for the city. 

Several witnesses were examined, 
nearly all of whom said that the con¬ 
duct in and around Maxwell’s saloon 
during the past few months was better 
[ than it was last Summer and Fall and 
l one who had complained most of the 
annoyance asked the Council not to n - 
voke the license, but let him continue 
until the tim" expired on April 30, hut 
not to re-issue the license. 

After a brief argument bv the at¬ 
torneys a motion was unanimously ad¬ 
opted that Maxwell be permitted to 
continue to sell liquor until the expna- 
tion o l the license, or during good be¬ 
havior to that time, and that the Coun¬ 
cil go on record as being opposed to 
issuing a license to any one to conduct 
a saloon in that locality in the fulo.e.

W. Austin to erect a wa^oii scale on 
Depot street near Main, which waa re¬ 
ferred to the street committee.

“Wizard” Burbank’s seedless apple 
experiments which caused a flurry 
among fruit growers a short time ago, 
were of small importance compared to 
experiments now being made by the 
Bureau of Plant Industry for the pur 
poee of devoliping a suckerless tobacco, 
says a Washington dispatch to the 
Louisville Times. H the end aimed at 
by the experts is achieved, a revolution 
will be worked in tobacco growing. A 
tobacco crop tree from sucker would 
mean a crop that could be handled at a 
decreased coet, and a crop which would 
be more valuable because the strength 
of each plant would go into its leaves 
instead of being partly wasted in sucker 
growth. “Sudking” tobacco is one of 
the most disagreeable forms of farm 1 
labor, being about as “back-breaking” 
as the work of thinning com, and en- 1 
tailing, in addition, the necessity of the 
worker getting smeared from head to 
foot with the sticky juice of t^ green 
plant. W. W. Cobey, tobacco expert 
of the Bereau of Plant Industry, is con¬ 
vinced that the development of tobacco 
without suckers is possible. Bulletins 
on the subject will be published by the 
Department of Agriculture in a few 
weeks. Mr. Cobey when asked for an 
outline of the methods of the depart¬ 
ment, said: “Our methor of developing 
sucker-resistant strains is simply one of 
pure selection. We select the plant in 
the fields which show the greatest re¬ 
sistance to the sucker habit, and savje 
the seed of these plant, free from 
croea-pollination, for planting the fol¬ 
lowing year. We save the seed ot 
each individual separately, and plant 
them in separate rows the next season, 
and select our plants for further breed- 
which show the

Perfect cleanliness is of the highest . 
’tnportaucc in tin- poultry yarfls and 
louses during tin* entire year, but is 
•specially necessary iu the sultry suiu- | 
ner months, when every detail should 
*’ carefully attended to which may be 
>f any possible benefit to the growth 
Hid development of the young stock. 
Vowis which have the very liest of food 
tnd cure In other respects will not 
•hrive when routined in unclean and 
II ventilated houses and pens, writes 
IV. 11. Works in American Poultry 
lourual. Cleanliness Is highly ueces- 
jury in the rearing of young chicks, no 
natter whether they are intended for 
.'xliihiti hi stock, for breeders or for 
lie murket. 

By cleanliness is not meant the use 
if a large quantity of disinfectants 
which muy give the apjieuruace of 
•leanlinens, although these ure umlOubt- 
Hlly good to use lu connection with the 
■ure of the poultry qnurters. Cleanli- 
less is of such great account in the 
Haunter that In ninny cases It may 
neau the saving of the life of a chick 
is well us the health and growth, for 
,'leanllness Is the foe of vermin, and 
vermin Is the cause of a majority of 
:be poultry losses and diseases. 

The houses for the young stock should 
t* dry and well veutlluted. and the 
'hicks should lie kept from crowding 
ind taught to go on the roosts ns soon 
ts possible, so that there will be uo 
langerof deformed breastliones caused 
>y overcrowd lug. The brood coops and 
tirooders should receive much of the 
poultryuian’s attention during the ho't 
lenson, and the little chicks should 
lave dean, dry straw on the floors of 
dielr co >ps and also plenty of fresh air 
ind shade. 

Lime is one of the best things to use 
in the houses, either in the form of 
whltewnsb or spriukled about the floor 
ts a powder. Carbolic acid Is also a 
food disinfectant and kerosene should 
•ie used iu the fight against lice and 
mites. The chicks need to be dusted 
with Insect powder and their dusting 
■daces sprinkled with It The yards 
diotild be dug up often and disinfected 
with lime and carbolic acid, so that j 
the ground will not become old and [ 
full of disease germs.

Mnch depends upon the selection of 
eggs for hatching. Kgg* for this pur¬ 
pose should lie of uniform shape and 
size and thickness of shell, says a re¬ 
cent bulletin of the Connecticut experi¬ 
ment station. Rough shelled.dirty sod 
mottled eggs with thin shells should be 
excluded. “There is some doubt as to 
the advisability of setting small eggs. 
While It Is possible tbnt they may be 
as fertile and produce as mnny chicks 
as larger eggs It Is probable that pul¬ 
lets from the former will have a tend¬ 
ency to lay small eggs." Small eggs 
should therefore he avoided. 

Kggs which are over five days old 
should not tie used. “Every egg shonld 
be carefully dated when taken from the 
nest In order to avoid error on this 
point. While good hatches have beeu 
secured from eggs thst were three 
weeks old when placed In the Incube 
tor. as a rule they cannot be expected 
to hatch well after they are ten days 
old."

February Is never too early to mate 
up your flock of turkeys. When one 
has to buy a start.

A tufkey takes on weight very fast 
as the breeding season approaches, and 
If one expects success It must not be 
too fat.
